Draft rules volating to diseases common in India to be teawed under section 6, sub-section (1), 
aanse (p) of the Indian Ports Act, 1889, as amended by Act III of 1901. 


Sxcrion I—For THE GIviNo OF NOTICE. 


Rule 1.—The master of every in-coming vessel on board of which there is or has been 
during the previous seven days, cither among the passengers or crew, any case of cholera, 
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small-pox, measles, scarlatina or other epidemic disease or of diphtheria, or, in the case of

_ Rule 8,—The Deputy Commissioner of Police shall, as early as possible after receipt of 
this information, instruct the River Police Inspector to place himself in communication with 
the Health Officer of the Port to receive such instruction as that officer may consider to be 
necessary for the efficient operation of these rules and for the removal of the sick to hospital. 


Szcrion II—BerrHine or THE VESSELS. 


Rule 4.—If the number of deaths or cases of disease referred to in rule 1 do not 
two, the vessel will not be. prohibited from proceeding to her usual place of cease tes 
harbour, and the passengers or crew not suspected to be suffering from any of the diseases 
described in rule 1 need not (except in the case of pilgrim and emigrant ships) be di tained 
on board pending the inspection of the Port Health Officer, but the master of the vessel will 
be held responsible that no one of the passengers or crew suffering from or susreoted to be 
suffering from any such disease, is allowed to depart before this inspecticn. Tao master 
shall also prevent the landing of infected bedding, clothes or personal effects which he has 
reasonable cause to consider likely to be infected.

All baggage, personal effects and 
cargo, exoept such articles as the Health Officer is entitled to disinfect, may also be landed. 

Rule $—-If a ase of any of the diseases mentioned in rule 1 happon on ve vessel 
after sho has entered dock, the master shall forthwith cuuse information thoreof to be given 
to the dock master, and shall be responsible that the sick person shall be isolated as muoh 
as ible and that free communication with the dock wharf is stopped until the Health 
Officer has inspected the vessel and enquired into the case, 


Norg.—The regulations in sections 4, 5, and 6 should be carried out only when the Port Health Officer considers them 
necessary cither to prevout the spread of disease, or for other reason.

Rule 10.—When the Health Officer considers it necessary, in order to prevent the 
spread of disease or for any other reason, he may inspect the vessel, including the 
and crew, and may arrange for the conveyance of all persons suffering or sempeen b him 
to be suffering from disease to Campbell HospitaiPunieas the sick person or his fri 
can make adequate ery elsewhere. : 

Rule 11.—The Health Officer shall inform the Municipal Health Officer in all cases 
in which he arranges for the conveyance of a patient to Campbell Hospital or other place 
within Municipal limits, and shall furnish the address of any private accommodation to 
which he permits the removal of a patient. 

Rule 12.— Where small-pox is the disease on account of which the vessel is deemed 
infected, the Port Health Officer shall offer, without charge, vaccination or re-vaccination

of their guardians, all children ww ten years and over six months of age who do not 
bear marks of vaccination or of small-pox.

Rule 13.—The Port Health Officer shall, if he considers it necessary, either himself 
undertake, or direct the master of the vessel to undertake, the destruction or disinfection of 
all clothing, bedding and other articles of personal use which have been used by any person 
suffering ben any of the diseases above mentioned and are or likely to have been soiled 
with infective matter, or to retain infection. 

Rule 14.-—When @ vessel with one or more of the abovementioned diseases on board 
has ngers in a filthy and unwholesome condition, the Port Health Officer may cause 
the clothing and personal effects of such persons to be disinfected before allowing their 
disembarkation. 

Rule 15.—In the case of undecked native craft, the Port Health Oficer may direct the 
disinfection, or in special cases the destruction, of food-stuffs which have been exposed to 
contamination and he thinks likely to be infected. 


Sxcrion VI—Tux pisinrecrion oF THE INFECTED PARTS OF A VESSEL. 


Rule 16.—The Port Health Officer shall, as the result of the examination made under 
rule 7 above, direct the disinfection of any portion of the ship that has actually been 
exposed to contamination, and may prohibit the discharge of bilge-water or water ballast 
within port limits, If the disease is cholera, the Health Officer may direct the master to 
have the bilges and water tanks emptied and cleaned. 


Sxecrion VII—Generat. 


Rule 17.—The methods of disinfection, both of articles and vessels, shall be those 
prescribed in the — to these rules. 
Rule 18,—Dead bodies shall be disposed of as follows :—

Unless the special permission of thi 
senior officer of Police at: the Port to its interment on shore shall have oad 
obtained, a dead body shall be buried at sea, in not less than 9 fathoms of 
water, in such manner as shall insure its siuking at once and remaining below

Rule 19.—Tho master of an infected vessel shall comply with all the directions which 
the Port Health Officer considers it necessary to give under the foregoing rules. . 


.. Not#.—Tho penalty for disobedience is proscribed in the now sub section (3) which the draft Bill adds to section 6 of 
the Indian Ports Act, 
Rule 20.—Nothing in these rules shall be deemed to prevent a vessel whose master is 
unwilling to submit to the above regulations from proceeding to sea, provided that there has 
been no communication betweon such vessel and the shore or with other vessels in the Port.

Instructions for disinfection. 


- 1. Personal effeots, infected bandages, rs, and oth ticl ithout 
Glad be docteeyed toy lias ges, pape other articles without value 
2. Under-clothing, bedding, wearing apparel, mattresses, carpets, &o., which are 
contaminated or suspected and other articles to be dismfected should be exposed for fifteen 
minutes to saturated steam uuder pressure if possible at a temperature of not less than 
within care being taken that the steam sha!l reach all parts of each article to be 


3. Disinfecting solutions— 


(a) Solution of corrosive sublimate, of 1 part in 1,000, with the addition of ten parts 
of chloride of soda. 


The solution should be coloured with aniline dye or indigo. It should not be 
placed in metal vessels. 


(2) A 5 per cent. solution of pure crystallized carbolic acid, or 5 per cent. of crude 
commercial carbolic acid free from tar oil iu a warm solution of soft soap. 


(c) Fresh slaked lime.* 


4, Special instructions to be observed in the employment of disinfecting solutions— 


The lime, clothing and articles, soiled by the exoreta of patients, should be soaked in 
the solution of corrosive sublimate. The solution of pure carbolic acid, and 
the solution of soap and carbolic acid, are equally suited to the purpose. ‘I'he 
articles should remain in the solution for at least six hours 

Articles which cannot be subjected to the temperature of the stove (100° 
centigrade) without injury, such as leather goods, wooden articles stuck 
together with glue, felt, velvet, silk, &e., should be washed with the solution of 
corrosive sublimate; coin can be disinfected with the colution of soap and 
carbolic acid. 

Peisous engaged in nursing the sick should wash their hands and faces with the 
solution of corrosive sublimate or with one of the carbolic solutions. 

The carbolic solutions will be useful more ‘particularly for disinfecting articles, such as 
metals, instruments, &c., which can neither be subjectel to a temperature 
of 100° centigrade, nor placed in contact with corrosive sublimate., They may 
also be used at ports not provided with a disinfecting stove of the prescribed 
pattern. 

Slaked lime is particularly recommended for disinfecting exereta. Expoctorated 
matter should be burnt. 


5. Disinfection of ships with plague patients on board — 
The cabin or cabins, and all parts of the ship ocoupied by the sick or suspected should 
be cleared out, and all articles in them should be treated as described above. 


The partitions should be disinfected with the solution of corrosive sublimate with 
an addition of ten parts of alcohol. The washing should commence from the 
° top, horizontally, and be continued downwards, so that the whole surface of 
the partition becomes ouvered with a coating of minute drops. 
The boarding should be washed with the same solution. 
Two hours after, the walls and flooring should be washed over with plenty of water. 


6. Disinfection of the hold of an infected ship— 


To disinfect the hold, sulphate of iron in quantity sufficient to neutralize the sulphur- 
ated hydrogen, should first be thrown in, the bilge-water should be pumped 
out, and the hold washed with sea water. Solution of corrosive sublimate 

. should then be thrown in. 


The bilge-water should not be pumped out while the ship is in port.

IV.—The Archdeacon will ge the monurnent to be erected or refuse to do so, If 
permission is given, the Chaplain will advise the applicant of the sanction in Form D 
(annexed), and instruct him to pay the amount of the endowment calculated as in Rule VI 
to the Exeoutive Engineer, who will grant the applicant a receipt in Form © (annexed). 


V.—The Ohsplain must inform the Executive Engineer in Form D (annexed) as soon as 
the monument is ready for erection, and the latter will see that it is set up in 08 
with the drawing and the estimate sanctioned, and will enter the monument upon his list for 
repairs by the Public Works Department. The Chaplain will, in communication with the 
Exeoutive Engineer, send in April every year to the Archdeacon a list of the monuments 
erected and endowed during the year ending March 31st, together with the amounts of the 
endownment fees. 


AMOUNT OF ENDOWMENT. 


VI.—An endowment fee of Rs. 15 will be charged when a person wishes to endow & 
single stone monument. The payment will not be compulsory. 
Other monuments shall be divided inte two classes— 


(1) plain and solid monuments, which are likely to require only occasional repair ; 
and 


(2) elaborate monuments and other monuments which are likely to require epecial 
attention or frequent repair. 


‘An endowment fee of Rs. 80 shall be charged for monuments of the first of these 
classes, and of Rs. 75 for monuments of the second class. ‘The classification will rest with 
the Executive Engineer, but any person objecting to his decision may appeal to the Superia- 
tending Kngineer. With the sanction of the Superintending Engineer, a higher fee may be 
cst in cases where fees on the classified scale are clearly insufticient. 

Note.—In the case of a child's mooument, these feos may be reduced to Rs. 20 and Re, 60, provided that the monument does not 
exceed 6x8. 

No addition to an existing monument in a Government cemetery will be allowed 
beyond meie lettering on existing slabs, head-stones, or crosses, unless the whole monument 
is endowed. 

VIL—The endowment is intended to cover the ex of ordinary avnual maintenance, 
re-lettering, and repairs, but not the risk of accidents due to floods or earthquakes or other 
extraordinary causes. It is open to any person to provide for extraordinary repairs by 
making a special endowment in addition to the ordinary endowment fixed by the Executive 
or Superintending Engineer under Rule VI. This special endowment must, however, be 
limited to the amount nacessary to cover such work as the Government officers can undertake 
to execute. 


VIII.—When an endowment is paid to the Exeoutive Engiueer, in accordance with 
Rules IV and VI, the amount must be entered in the Divisional Cash book as a deposit 
received and paid into treasury with a Remittance Note in Form @, (annexed) for credit 
to Civil Department. The Executive Engineer will forward the Treasury Officer’s receipt 
with his monthly accounts to the Examiner of Accounts in support of the debit to 
“ Deposits,” a note to the effect that this has been done being entered in red ink across the 
block foil of the Remittance Note.

X.—The interest calculated under Rule XI on the deposit shall be used in meeting the 
expenditure for the repair of those monuments for whose preservation deposits kave been 
made. In no circumstanoes should the capital sum be applied to meet such expenditure, nor 
should the interest be separate for each monument. The interest aovruing on the deposits 
shall form a common fund to be used exclusively for the repairs of all endowed tombs, 
provided that the interest on deposits for which separate accounts are opened under Rule IX 
_ be used exclusively for the particular monument on account of which the deposit is 
made, 


If a monument becomes so damaged as not to admit of repair, the Chaplain shall 
communicate with the friends of the deceased, or when such communication is not possible 
advertise three times in the Gosvtte of India and the Gazette of the Province ;and if no person 
will undertake to restore it, the monument shall be treated at the next pairs in euch 
manner as the Chaplain may decide to be necessary for the maintenance of the Cemetery in 
decent order: provided always that any inscribed slab or tablet which formed part of it shall 
be placed over the grave in simple masonry or be inserted in the wall of the Cemetery and 
shall be carefully preserved. 


XI.—Joint estinmates shall be framed in October of each year by the Executive Engineer 
and the Chaplain, or other officer in charge of the Cemetery, of the cost of repairs of endowed 
tombs, during the following official year, and the aggregate of the sums so estimated shall 
not exceed the estimated interest at 34 per cent. per annum on the capital sum deposited up 
to the 3lst March Prevding.
